TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  SOUTH 
BERKS  JOINT  PUBLIC  HEALTH  COMMITTEE 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  again  the  honour  to  present  to  you  an  Annual  Report,  this 
being  for  the  year  1961. 

The  steady  increase  in  population  has  again  taken  place  and  for  the 
first  time  the  total  population  has  exceeded  80  thousand.  The  increase 
over  the  population  for  1960  is  2,630  of  which  increase  Bradfield  Rural 
District  alone  claims  2,300.  Newbury  Borough  and  Hungerford  Rural 
District  have  both  decreased  in  population,  by  180  and  150  respectively. 

The  figures  for  births  and  deaths  in  the  section  of  vital  statistics  are 
not  quite  the  straight  forward  mathematical  exercise  they  would  seem 
to  be,  as  any  member  can  verify  by  calculating  the  rates  from  the  totals 
given  in  the  report.  The  discrepancies  are  due  to  figures  called  “  com¬ 
parability  factors.”  These  are  figures  supulied  annually  by  the  Registrar 
General.  When  incorporated  into  the  calculation  of  birth  and  death 
rates  they  take  into  account  thei  relative  proportions  of  young  and  old 
in  the  community  in  question.  In  their  broadest  terms  they  indicate 
whether  the  average  age  of  a  given  population  is  greater  or  smaller  than 
the  national  average.  The  comparability  factors  for  Bradfield  indicate 
that  the  general  age  of  the  population  is  less  than  in  the  other  three 
districts.  It  is  this  young  element  with  young  families  which  is  entering 
the  district  which  accounts)  for  much  of  the  increase  in  Bradfield’s 
number  of  residents. 

The  section  on  infectious  disease  has  no  gravely  significant  figures 
beyond  the  high  incidence  of  measles.  This  is  of  course  one  of  the  infec¬ 
tious  diseases  against  which  no  widespread  active  immunisation  is  carried 
out.  There  are  probabilities,  however,  that  this  last  sentence  will  not  be 
true  in  a  few  years  time  as  an  immunising  agent  is  already  under  investi¬ 
gation  in  other  parts  of  the  world. 

The  high  incidence  of  measles  in  alternate  years,  which  I  have 
mentioned  on  previous  occasions  is  well  illustrated  by  the  following 
diagram.  This  plots  the  notified  cases  of  measles  against  the  year.  It 
extends  back  to  the  first  full  year  of  existence  of  the  South  Berks  Joint 
Public  Health  Committee  in  its  present  form. 
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Although  I  have  said  that  there  are  no  grossly  significant  figures 
it  is  true  to  say  that  there  are  significant  absences.  Among  these  I  would 
include  the  absence  of  both  poliomyelitis  and  diphtheria  during  1961. 
There  have  in  fact  been  only  two  cases  of  this  latter  disease  notified 
since  the  formation  of  your  Committee  in  1948. 

It  would  be  untrue,  however,  to  suggest  that  all  struggles  against  the 
elementary  causes  of  this  illness  have  been  won. 

Nowadays  it  is  common  to  read,  hear  and  see  reference  to  such 
major  problems  as  lung  cancer,  mentaf  ill  health  and  coronary  disease. 
Generally  speaking  these  are  health  hazards  which  are  difficult  of  com¬ 
prehension  by  the  average  person.  This  can  be  because  of  the  many 
factors  involved  as  in  coronary  disease,  or  because  of  the  great  time  lag 
between  exposure  and  illness  as  in  lung  cancer,  or  again  because  of  the 
belief  that  it  is  someone  elses  problem  as  in  road  or  home  accidents. 
These  difficulties  of  presentation  are  among  the  great  problems  which 
health  education  has  to  face. 

But  while  planning  long  term  measures  against  such  major  threats 
the  current  less  striking  dangers  should  not  be  ignored. 

Bacterial  disease  such  as  food  poisoning  or  dysentery  is  still  an  ever 
present  possibility.  Housing,  although  not  the  problem  of  some  of  the 
heavily  industrialised  and  populous  districts  is  yet  a  source  of  illness, 
both  physical  and  mental.  No  Medical  Officer  of  Health  can  fail  to  be 
aware  of  the  vast  need  for  more  houses  for  all  age  groups.  Even  from 
the  more  rural  parts  of  this  district  I  have  frequent  visits  from  appli¬ 
cants  for  Council  houses.  All  of  these  can  adduce  some  medical  reason 
— ^often  genuine — for  their  being  given  priority,  and  believe  that  a 
health  department  can  open  any  door  both  literally  and  figuratively.  In 
the  vast  majority  of  cases  these  applicants  can  be  given  no  assistance 
by  this  department  as  to  support  even  the  genuine  cases  would  involve 
numbers  of  such  magnitude  as  to  make  a  mockery  of  normal  procedure 
and  would  bring  into  disrepute  the  few  truly  urgent  recommendations 
which  I  feel  demand  priority. 

At  an  even  more  fundamental  level  I  would  instance  the  fouling  of 
pavements  and  public  places  by  dogs.  This  is  a  practice  which  although 
not  perhaps  in  itself  a  health  hazard  is  nevertheless  a  nuisance — I  use 
the  word  in  a  public  health  sense  —  and  is  a  practice  which  in  my 
opinion  is  a  factor  however  small  in  undermining  the  precepts  of  health 
and  hygiene  which  are  taught  to  the  oncoming  generation.  It  is  even¬ 
tually  this  new  generation  which  is  to  be  the  recipient  of  the  benefits  of 
advances  made  now,  and  they  to  whom  we  should  endeavour  to  teach 
the  highest  standard  in  both  theory  and  practice. 

Every  lapse  from  these  highest  standards,  however  trivial  in  itself, 
is  a  step  backward  to  the  not  very  distant  days  when  dirt  and  ignorance 
were  the  prime  causes  of  disease. 

I  would  finally  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Committee  and  to 
my  colleagues  for  their  advice  and  co-operation,  co-operation  being  so 
often  the  key  to  the  practice  of  public  health.

These  services  are  under  the  control  of  the  County  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  under  Part  III  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946. 

Newbury  Health  Sub-Committee  is  responsible  for  diphtheria  and 
whooping  cough  prophylaxis  within  the  Borough  of  Newbury. 

Immunisation  is  performed  at  Child  Welfare  Centres  and  by  the 
general  practitioners,  who  are  also  in  the  main  responsible  for  smallpox 
vaccination. 

Poliomyelitis  vaccination  is  carried  out  by  general  practitioners  and 
also  at  ad  hqc  clinics.

Substandard  Housing — Individual  Unfit  Houses: 

Demolition  Orders  were  made  in  respect  of  forty-five  houses  during 
the  year,  and  undertakings  by  the  owners  not  to  re-let  eight  houses  for 
human  habitation  were  received. 

Thirty-six  houses  were  demolished  during  the  year  and  another 
eight  were  closed  and  were  not  re-let  for  human  habitation. 

One  house  which  had  originally  been  the  subject  of  a  Closing  Order, 
and  which  in  fact  was  closed  in  1959,  was  demolished  during  the  latter 
part  of  1961. 

Re-housing : 

Sixty-four  of  the  families  living  in  houses  which  were  the  subject  of 
action  under  Section  17(1)  were  re-housed  in  Corporation  houses  during 
the  year,  and  nine  other  families  from  houses  similarly  dealt  with  found 
their  own  accommodation.

No  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  received  during 
the  year. 

Overcrowding : 

No  new  case  of  overcrowding  was  recorded,  but  one  case  previously 
reported  was  still  outstanding  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Repair  and  Maintenance  of  Dwelling  Houses’. 

A  Report  was  submitted  to  the  Housing  Committee  during  the  year 
on  the  position  of  approximately  seven  hundred  and  fifty  houses  which 
require  works  to  bring  them  up  to  a  reasonable  standard.  This  standard, 
as  given  in  the  Housing  Act,  1957,  leaves  much  to  be  desired,  especially 
when  a  fixed  bath  still  remains  outside  the  requirements  of  the  legislation. 
Until  the  general  standard  is  comparable  with  that  which  has  to  be 
achieved  to  qualify  for  an  Improvement  Grant,  little  real  headway  seems 
possible.

The  conditions  at  one  cafe  gave  cause  for  much  concern  on  one  or 
two  occasions  during  1961,  but  it  was  usually  found  that  after  a  warning 
had  been  given  to  the  proprietors,  things  generally  improved  immensely 
and  gave  no  reason  for  any  formal  action  to  be  taken.  One  new  restau¬ 
rant  was  opened  in  August  and  conditions  thereat  were  found  to  be  very 
satisfactory.  Although  the  premises  were  not  ideally  situated,  the  co¬ 
operation  of  the  occupiers  when  planning  the  lay-out  and  equipment  of 
the  kitchen  enabled  quite  a  number  of  improvements  to  be  incorporated 
into  the  original  proposals,  especially  with  respect  to  artificial  ventilation. 
This  is  an  item  on  which  quite  an  amount  is  expended,  but  not  always  to 
full  advantage. 

One  butchers’  shop  was  closed  during  the  year,  the  business  being 
transferred  to  another  shop  owned  by  the  same  firm  and  actually  situated 
in  the  same  street.  Before  the  move  took  place,  the  premises  of  the  latter 
business  were  altered  and  improved.  These  premises  had  been  the  subject 
of  much  correspondence  with  the  firm  concerned  owing  to  the  unsatis¬ 
factory  conditions  which  existed  at  both  premises,  but  the  action  which 
they  eventually  and  reluctantly  took  appears  to  have  settled  this  long¬ 
standing  problem. 
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Additionally,  the  improvements  for  the  preparation  and  cooking  of 
meals  at  one  school  in  the  Borough  which  were  in  progress  at  the  end  of 
1960,  were  finally  completed  in  August,  1961.  The  kitchen  arrangements 
at  the  Corn  Exchange  and  the  Plaza  were  reviewed  during  the  year,  and 
major  alterations  and  improvements  were  carried  out  at  the  Plaza,  which 
works  now  make  this  kitchen  comparable  with  other  commercial  installa¬ 
tions. 

The  fears  expressed  in  some  quarters  at  the  year’s  end  of  the  possible 
contamination  of  milk  supplies  as  a  result  of  nuclear  explosions  were 
fortunately  proved  unfounded.  The  conditions,  however,  did  reveal  that 
a  routine  check  of  milk  processed  in  the  area  was  being  undertaken  for 
iodine  content. 

Milk  and  Dairies:

The  two  unsatisfactory  samples  noted  above  were  due  to  defective 
equipment,  and  after  replacement  of  worn  spray  jets  on  the  washer,  all 
samples  again  proved  satisfactory. 

Samples  of  Cream : 

During  the  year  a  series  of  seventy-six  samples  of  fresh  cream  were 
taken  from  the  two  dairies  in  the  town  which  retail  this  product.  In 
forty-eight  instances  the  results  were  satisfactory,  but  in  twenty-seven 
others,  results  were  unsatisfactory.  The  unsatisfactory  samples  were  all 
from  one  dairy.  These  were  followed  up,  ancf  after  complete  tests  had 
been  made  of  the  whole  plant  in  which  the  cream  was  heat  treated,  it 
was  decided  that  the  fault  must  lie  either  in  the  cleaning  methods  or 
where  the  cartons  of  cream  were  filled  by  hand.  To  try  and  eliminate 
further  trouble  from  the  latter  source,  the  firm  concerned  installed  an 
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automatic  cream  carton  filling  machine,  which  incidentally  was  one  of  the 
first  in  operation  in  this  country,  and  the  result  of  samples  taken  after 
this  installation  improved  greatly. 

In  the  case  of  the  second  dairy,  results  were  not  so  conclusive, 
and  even  at  the  end  of  the  year  unsatisfactory  samples  were  still  being 
obtained.  The  supplier  in  this  case  is  situated  in  another  district,  and 
with  the  co-operation  of  the  officers  of  the  local  authority  concerned, 
samples  were  taken  direct  from  this  supplier  at  the  same  time  that  we 
were  taking  samples  from  the  retailer  in  the  Borough.  Unfortunately, 
these  first  results  were  inconclusive  and  in  the  series  which  followed, 
results  fluctuated  enormously. 

Things  had  improved  at  the  years  end  and  results  were  satisfactory 
after  new  methods  and  equipment  had  been  introduced  on  the  recom¬ 
mendation  of  colleagues  in  the  district  where  production  takes  place. 

Manufacture,  storage  and  sale  of  Ice-Cream : 

One  hundred  and  thirty-five  samples  of  ice-cream  were  examined 
and  were  placed  in  the  following  grades:

The  two  samples  placed  in  Grade  III  were  from  the  premises  of  a 
manufacturer  whose  products  had  required  frequent  sampling  in  pre¬ 
vious  years,  and  were  thought  to  be  mainly  due  to  staff  problems.  A 
reorganisation  of  both  staff  and  methods  of  manufacture  and  cleaning 
appeared  to  have  the  desired  effect,  as  no  more  unsatisfactory  samples 
were  obtained  from  this  manufacturer.  As  to  the  two  samples  in  Grade 
II,  the  difference  between  Grades  I  and  II  is  so  slight  that  not  much 
significance  is  attached  to  any  samples  which  oocasionally  faH  into  the 
latter  category. 

Four  more  premises  were  registered  during  the  year  to  store  and 
retail  ice-cream;  this  brings  the  total  of  retailers  to  eighty-nine. 

Bakehouses : 

One  bakers  and  confectioners  shop  which  had  been  closed  the 
previous  year,  opened  under  new  ownership,  no  baldng  actually  being 
done  as  supplies  are  obtained  from  the  firm’s  bakery  in  another  district.

Clean  Air  Act,  1956 : 

Plans  were  submitted  early  in  the  year  on  behalf  of  Newbury  District 
Hospital  asking  for  “  prior  approval  ”  on  their  proposed  installation  of 
oil-burning  equipment  at  the  Hospital.  As  the  apparatus  and  methods  to 
be  used  were  all  satisfactory,  the  Public  Health  Committee  agreed  that 
the  request  be  approved. 

The  largest  factory  in  the  town  also  installed  some  additional  oil- 
fired  apparatus  for  the  purpose  of  space-heating  one  of  their  new 
buildings,  and  this  being  considered  satisfactory,  approval  was  given 
in  this  instance  also. 
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A  complaint  about  smoke  emission  from  one  of  the  laundries  in  the 
town  was  received  and  investigated.  The  complainant  asserted  that  the 
worst  emissions  were  always  on  Sunday  morning  and  investigation  showed 
that  this  was  true.  After  consultation  with  the  firm  concerned,  a  definite 
improvement  was  noticed.  Emissions  from  this  chimney  were  being  kept 
under  observation  at  the  end  of  the  year. 


MISCELLANEOUS 

Water  Supplies: 

A  total  of  five  samples  of  the  water  supplies  used  for  domestic  pur¬ 
poses  at  three  houses  in  the  Borough  were  submitted  for  examination 
during  the  year,  all  three  supplies  being  from  wells.  One  supply  was 
found  to  be  satisfactory,  but  in  the  two  remaining  cases  the  water  was 
found  to  be  unsuitable  for  use  for  domestic  purposes.  In  both 
these  latter  cases  statutory  notices  were  served  on  the  respective  owners 
requiring  a  proper  piped  supply  of  water  to  be  provided  for  these  houses. 

There  are  only  three  houses  now  supplied  solely  with  well  water  for 
domestic  use  in  the  Borough. 

Public  Conveniences: 

A  new  public  convenience  in  Andover  Road  was  opened  during  the 
year,  and  conditions  more  in  keeping  with  present-day  requirements 
have  been  obtained. 

With  regard  to  the  conveniences  generally,  a  report  was  submitted 
to  the  Committee  during  February  giving  details  of  the  conditions  then 
existing  at  all  the  conveniences  in  the  town.  As  a  consequence,  it  is 
hoped  to  replace  all  the  existing  conveniences  at  the  rate  of  one  a  year 
with  priority  being  given  to  the  replacement  of  the  Pelican  Lane  con¬ 
veniences  by  a  new  block  in  Park  Way. 

The  'Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  decreed  that  no 
more  turnstiles  would  be  fitted  in  public  conveniences,  and  those  that 
were  at  present  in  existence  must  be  removed.  This  was  reported  to  the 
Committee  and  it  was  decided  that  the  only  one  in  existence  in  Newbury 
— at  the  Ladies  Convenience,  The  Wharf — should  be  removed  and  coin 
locks  fitted.

Report  of  Public  Health  Inspector 


Water  Supplies : 

Progress  is  being  maintained  in  the  task  of  supplying  mains  water  to 
outlying  areas.  The  North  Street,  Theale  extension,  serving  twenty  houses, 
was  completed  during  the  year,  and  orders  have  been  given  to  the 
Thames  Valley  Water  Board  to  supply  water  to: — 


Wickens  Corner,  Beenham  ... 
Raghill,  Aldermaston 
Wigmore  Lane,  Theale 
Abbots  Farm  area,  Sulhamstead

16  houses,  and 
11  houses. 


Contributions  were  requested,  and  promised,  from  the  property 
owners  in  respect  of  the  Sulhamstead  extension. 

Estimates  were  also  obtained  for  the  supply  of  mains  water  to: — 

The  Ridgeway,  Streatley. 

Foundry  area,  Bucklebury. 

Scratchface  Lane,  Bradfield. 

Sulham  Village. 

Drury  Lane,  Mortimer,  and 
Kiln  Lane,  Mortimer, 

but  in  all  these  cases,  for  a  variety  of  reasons,  (including  excessive  cost 
per  dwelling  and  lack  of  urgency),  the  schemes  have  been  postponed. 

Routine  sampling  of  private  well  supplies  was  continued  during  the 
year  and  it  is  surprising  how  the  bacterial  content  of  a  well  can  vary 
from  time  to  time,  and  how  divergent  can  be  the  results  of  samples 
taken  from  a  number  of  wells  of  the  same  approximate  depth  in  the  same 
locality.  A  striking  example  of  this  is  at  Burghfield,  where  samples  from 
eight  shallow  wells,  all  within  a  radius  of  30  yards  showed  results  ranging 
from  Nil  to  160,000  presumptive  coliform  bacilli  per  100  ml. 

A  number  of  wells  have  been  improved  and  deepened,  and  chlorina¬ 
tion  plants  have  been  fitted  to  hve  private  supplies.  Other  house  owners 
have  agreed  to  ht  these  plants,  and  some  are  combining  this  with  other 
works  of  improvement  and  applying  for  Discretionary  Improvement 
Grants  towards  the  cost.  This  Council  has  agreed  that  the  installation 
of  an  approved  type  chlorinator  can  rank  for  Improvement  Grant.

Refuse  Collection : 

The  Service  continues  to  operate  satisfactory. 

The  purchase  of  a  21  cu.  yd.  vehicle  was  authorised  towards  the  end 
of  the  year.  This  vehicle  will  replace  the  last  of  the  12  cu.  yd.  side- 
loaders  and  will  enable  the  scheme  to  operate  with  three  vehicles  for  a 
further  period.  The  side-loader  will  be  held  in  reserve  in  case  of 
emergency. 

The  tip  at  Union  Road,  Bradheld  has  now  been  closed  and  handed 
back  to  the  farmer  giving  him  app.roximately  a  2  acre  increase  on  his 
holding. 

It  has  been  decided  not  to  operate  the  paper  sack  system  of  collec¬ 
tion.  The  many  advantages  were  accepted  by  the  Council,  but  they  felt 
that  the  increased  cost  to  the  rates  could  not  be  justified.  This  decision 
will  be  reviewed  at  a  later  date. 

Sewage  Disposal : 

Bucklebury. 

Planning  approval  has  been  granted  for  a  housing  estate  on  land 
near  the  Three  Crowns  Public  House.  This  development  is  to  be  con¬ 
nected  to  the  main  sewer  by  means  of  a  pumping  station  and  rising  main. 
The  developer  has  agreed  to  make  provision  in  his  scheme  to  allow  con¬ 
nection  of  other  property,  existing  and  proposed,  in  the  area  and  in  con¬ 
sequence,  the  Council  is  making  a  contribution  towards  the  cost  of  the 
scheme. 

Parley  and  Burghfield. 

Work  has  still  not  started  on  these  schemes,  but  it  now  appears 
hopeful  that  both  schemes  will  be  complete  and  in  operation  within  the 
next  two  years. 
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There  are  still  a  few  small  villages  and  groups  of  houses,  built  on 
dense  clay  or  in  areas  of  high  water  table,  that  are  in  need  of  some  form 
of  sewerage  facilities.  Septic  tanks  will  not  operate  satisfactorily,  and  the 
cost  of  regular  cesspool  clearance  is  exorbitant.  Estimates  of  cost  of 
sewering  two  such  areas  have  been  obtained  but  proved  far  too  expensive 
in  view  of  the  small  number  of  houses  involved. 

A  suggestion  was  made  that  the  Council  operated  its  own  rate  sub¬ 
sidised  cesspool  clearance  scheme,  but  this  again  was  rejected  mainly  on 
account  of  cost.  This  proposal  is  to  be  reviewed,  and  it  does  seem  the 
only  answer  to  the  problem. 

Caravans : 

The  number  of  licensed  caravans  in  the  District  at  the  end  of  1961 
was  425,  an  increase  of  11  over  the  previous  year. 

Work  of  bringing  sites  up  to  standard  is  progressing  satisfactorily, 
albeit  slowly,  and  the  coming,,  year  should  see  all  permanent  and  ‘  semi¬ 
permanent  ’  sites  with  as  high  a  standard  of  amenity  as  can  be  reason¬ 
ably  required.  Site  owners  are  co-operating  fully  with  the  Council,  and 
in  all  cases  agreement  has  been  reached  amicably,  without  resource  to 
the  Courts. 

Consent  has  been  grajited  for  an  increase  in  number  from  60  to 
150  caravans  on  one  site  at  Aldermaston.  The  additional  caravans  will 
not  be  drawn  on  to  the  site  until  drainage  works,  etc.  have  been  com¬ 
pleted.  The  Council,  by  agreement  with  the  owner,  has  the  right  to 
nominate  tenants  for  12  of  the  additional  caravan  stands,  apd  has  an 
option  on  a  further  18  stands.  When  these  are  available  it  will  be  possi¬ 
ble  to  move  caravans  from  unsatisfactory  sites  on  to  this  site. 

The  Council  are  considering  the  purchase  of  land  at  Purley  for  a 
caravan  site.  A  site  of  about  50  caravans  is  envisaged.  This,  together 
with  the  sites  at  Aldermaston  may  solve  the  problem  of  the  individual 
caravan  site  throughout  the  District., 

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955 : 

(a)  Food  Hygiene. 

A  satisfactory  year’s  progress  has  been  made.  Since  the  appointment 
of  the  second  Inspector,  it  has  been  possible  to  carry  out  far  more  inspec¬ 
tions  of  food  premises,  especially  ‘  follow-up  ’  inspections  after  defects 
have  been  found. 

Improvements  have  been  carried  out  to  21  premises.  These  improve¬ 
ments  ranged  from  complete  structural  re-designing^to  the  installation  of 
a  wash  hand  basin.  The  general  standard  of  food^  hygiene  throughout 
the  district  is  satisfactory,  although  a  few  traders-  require  frequent 
inspections  to  keep  them  ‘  up  to  the  mark.’ 

The  changing  demand  of  the  housewife  is  making  itself  felt,  even  in 
the  small  village  shops.  More  and  more  of  these  shops  are  installing 
frozen  food  cabinets  and  refrigerated  display  counters.  These  shops  have 
to  compete  with  the  mobile  traders,  who  offer  goods  at  the  reduced 
‘  town  prices  ’  and  in  some  cases  the  competition  has  proved  overwhelm¬ 
ing.  Three  small  grocery  shops  have  closed  down  already  due  in  part 
or  wholly  to  this  fact.

At  the  time  the  50%  Ministry  Grant  was  discontinued,  the  Council 
decided  to  increase  the  charge  for  the  service,  and  to  impose  a  charge 
for  treating  domestic  premises,  so  as  to  keep  the  service  only  50%  sub¬ 
sidised,  and  not  to  put  any  additional  burden  on  the  rates. 

The  year  1961/2  showed  an  expenditure  of  approximately  £3,000 


and  an  income  of  approximately  £1,900  i.e.  a  cost  of  £1,100,  or  37%  on 
the  rates.

Housing : 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  Housing  Table,  work  has  been  continued 
in  this  field  of  Public  Health.  As  in  most  other  areas  there  are  a  great 
number  of  houses  in  the  District  which  are  structurally  sound,  but  which 
lack  bathrooms,  proper  drainage,  etc.  When  inspections  have  been  made 
of  this  type  of  house  the  owner  has  been  advised  of  the  Grant  schemes 
and  some  progress  has  been  made  in  this  way,  but  not  enough.  As  will 
be  seen  from  the  following  table,  the  number  of  Grants  approved  have 
been  less  this  year  than  the  previous  year,  and  the  ratio  of  Tenanted 
houses  to  owner/occupied  houses  has  also  diminished. 

The  reduction  in  numbers  of  grants  approved  was  probably  due 
largely  to  the  general  financial  difficulties  last  year,  and  the  high  interest 
rates,  but  none  the  less,  the  phrase  “  I  can’t  afford  it  ”  is  all  too  often 
heard  when  advising  landlords  of  the  grant  schemes.  It  is  hoped  that 
the  new  increased  rents  chargeable  will  have  some  affect  on  this  prob¬ 
lem,  but  the  solution  surely  lies  in  more  drastic  action.  Possibly  by 
implementing  the  policy  of  compulsion,  or  by  making  it  possible  to 
borrow  money  for  house  improvements  at  a  lower  rate  of  interest.  A 
12j%  interest  on  capital  is  not  so  attractive  when  one  has  had  to  borrow 
the  ‘  capital  ’  at  6%,  and  then  has  to  pay  tax  on  the  remaining  6i%.

Report  of  Public  Health  Inspector 


It  was  hoped  that  the  Annual  Report  for  1961  would  include  informa¬ 
tion  of  work  carried  out  under  Regulations  made  following  the  new 
Offices  Act,  however,  these  Regulations  have  still  not  been  made. 
Although  some  improvements  have  been  carried  out  in  offices  through¬ 
out  the  district,  there  is  a  considerable  amount  of  work  still  to  be  done, 
when  the  new  standards  are  available. 

It  appears  that  a  great  deal  of  discussion  has  taken  place  with  regard 
to  the  collection  of  bicycle  frames,  etc.  which  in  some  opinions  do  not 
constitute  household  refuse.  The  Council  have  taken  the  view  that  if 
they  are  not  collected  in  the  normal  routine  of  refuse  collection,  or  as  a 
result  of  ‘  special  collections  ’  these  articles  will  be  deposited  in  many 
places  as  litter.  In  the  circumstances,  they  have  given  instructions  that 
such  articles  must  be  collected,  as  far  as  possible,  during  weekly  collec¬ 
tions.  In  this  way  there  is  no  accumulation  and  so  no  need  for  ‘  special 
collections.’

In  addition  a  number  of  small  disposal  plants  are  provided  through¬ 
out  the  district  to  deal  with  isolated  or  small  group  of  dwellings. 


During  the  year  the  effluent  drains,  from  the  newly  erected 
properties  in  Folly  Road,  Inkpen  were  extended  into  the  scrub  and  wood¬ 
land  at  the  rear.  Whilst  some  immediate  improvements  has  been  shewn 
it  is  open  to  question  whether  the  complaints  will  recur. 

The  proposed  improvements  to  the  Hungerford  Scheme  are  still  held 
up,  awaiting  the  approval  of  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food, 
to  the  exchange  of  certain  land;  as  soon  as  this  is  obtained,  Ministerial 
Approval  can  be  sought. 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal : 

The  weekly  collection  system  continues  to  operate  successfully 
throughout  the  district. 

With  the  completion  of  further  houses  on  the  Priory  Estate  and  the 
scattered  new  development  throughout  the  district,  it  would  seem  prob¬ 
able  that  the  end  of  the  economic  life  of  the  present  side-loading 
vehicle  will  coincide  with  the  need  for  a  vehicle  with  a  larger  capacity. 

The  quantity  of  bulky  articles,  i.e.  bedsteads,  perambulators,  cycle 
frames,  etc.,  is  considerable,  making  the  total  volume  of  refuse  increase, 
and  eventually  necessitating  more  frequent  journeys  to  the  tip,  and  hence 
more  time  is  spent  in  each  parish. 

Use  of  the  tip  at  Denford  ceased  during  the  year,  and  the  final 
levelling  of  the  soil  cover  will  take  place  as  soon  as  a  reasonable  time 
has  elapsed  for  settlement. 
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Bin  Hire  Scheme : 

The  dustbin  hire  scheme  continued  to  fulfill  its  purpose.  The  target, 
eliminating  the  existing  miscellaneous  collection  of  receptacles  is 
gradually  approaching  but  still  some  way  off. 


Rodent  Control : 

A  standard  charge  of  7/6d.  is  made  for  treatment  in  respect  of  wasps 
nests,  irrespective  of  means  of  access,  etc. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  31  contracts  in  operation 
covering  3  businesses  and  33  farm  premises  in  the  district.

Housing : 

The  four  bungalows  in  Station  Road,  Kintbury  were  completed  in 
February  and  the  remaining  four  houses  in  Craven  Close  in  March. 

During  the  year  a  start  was  made  on  the  seven  bungalows  at  Goose 
Green,  Lambourn  which  when  completed  will  help  to  rehouse  some  of 
the  people  in  properties  the  subject  of  Formal  Clearance  action. 

A  start  was  also  made,  on  a  further  9  houses,  3  at  Woodlands  St, 
Mary  and  6  at  Northfields,  Lambourn. 
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Slum  Clearance : 

Steady  progress  has  been  made  in  the  inspections  of  properties  on 
the  suggested  list  for  Slum  Clearance.  It  has  been  found  again  this  year, 
that  where  orders  have  been  made  on  dwellings,  a  good  proportion  of 
them  have  been  occupied  by  old  persons  who  are  very  loath  to  leave  for 
new  or  other  good  dwellings,  possibly  because  of  the  great  difference 
likely  in  the  rents. 

With  the  completion  of  the  bungalows  at  Goose  Green  (expected  early 
in  1962)  the  problem  at  Lambourn  will  ease  slightly. 

Nevertheless  there  is  still  considerable  work  to  be  done,  and  the 
delay  between  the  making  of  the  Demolition  or  Closing  Orders  and  the 
rehousing  is  sometimes  of  considerable  duration. 


Rent  Act,  1957 :

Report  of  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 


Food  Supplied'. 

The  inspection  of  meat  at  the  slaughterhouse,  and  the  routine 
visits  to  food  premises  continued  during  the  year.  No  new  food  shops 
were  opened.  Three  premises  were  licenced  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream, 
bringing  the  total  to  67.  Five  butchers  are  licenced  for  the  manufacture 
of  sausages.  The  existing  poultry  processing  arrangements  at  Shaw  Food 
Bank  were  enlarged  and  modernised  during  the  year  to  give  a  through 
put  capacity  of  up  to  400  turkeys  or  600  chicken  per  day.  In  support 
there  is  chiller  room  capacity  for  1,000  birds  and  blast  freeze  capacity 
for  about  300  birds.  There  is  also  in  addition  to  the  above  facilities  a 
bulk  store  of  120  tons  capacity  at  sub-zero  temperatures.

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a  start  was  made  on  the  enforcement 
of  repairs  of  houses  which  were  unfit  but  which  were  capable  of  repair 
at  reasonable  expense.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  Council  to  try  and  per¬ 
suade  owners  of  these  properties  to  take  advantage  of  improvement 
grants  so  that  the  houses  can  be  brought  up  to  a  higher  standard  than 
that  enforceable  under  the  Housing  Acts.  It  is  not  anticipated  that  rapid 
progress  will  be  made  in  the  enforcement  of  repairs.  During  the  year 
47  applications  for  improvement  grants  were  approved.

In  addition  to  the  above  sites  there  are  between  forty  and  hfty 
licenced  caravans  on  small  temporary  sites  containing  not  more  than  five 
vans.

There  were  very  few  complaints  from  caravan  occupiers,  and  during  the 
year  six  families  were  rehoused  in  Council  owned  houses  from  caravans. 

Water : 

During  the  year  ten  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examina¬ 
tion,  and  of  these  only  two  were  unsatisfactory.  The  owner  of  one  of  the 
houses  is  going  to  provide  main  water,  and  the  other  supply  is  to  be 
provided  with  a  chlorination  plant.  The  Chieveley  piped  supply  which  is 
chlorinated  was  sampled  after  chlorination  and  found  to  be  satisfactory. 
The  Parish  Council’s  main  at  Woolhampton,  which  is  not  chlorinated 
was  also  sampled  and  found  to  be  satisfactory.
